All relief organisations bor- 
doring the stricken area have 
deen instructed: to rush doctors 
and medical and other supplics

How, then, did —Wenceslaus 
uet the reputation deserfbed in 
the Christmas Carol? 

The answer is that he has 
profited enormously by — the 
amalgamation of his character 


whith that of 
Wenceslaus who lived 
600 years catlicr, 

This carlicr Wenceslaus was 
never o king. But he was 4 
Duke of BohemJa and he was 
lotés canonised and appears as 
St Wencoslaus in the Roman 
Catholic calendar and stands as 
the patron saint of Bohemia. 

He ruled, preceriously, for 
three or four years — and then 
he was murdered by his pogan 
brother Bolestawy. - 

The Christian community took 
it for granted that he was 
murdered on account of his 
religlon but ¢ven Roman 
Catholic historians are now 
agreed that. that played only a 
small’ part in the struggle
